1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. The application has been amended as follows: in claim 1 , line 23, insert 
"component" after "transform" in order to be consistent with "Fourier transform 
component" in claim 1, line 17. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Matsumoto (US Patent No. 6,747,992 B1 ) discloses a 
communication system that encodes and transforms the data signal before 
transmission. Raleigh et al. (US Patent No. 6,795,426) discloses that upstream and 
downstream communication may share one or more frequencies. (See column 3, line 
67 - column 4, line 2) Each of these references discloses some of the limitations of the 
claimed invention. However, there is no teaching or suggestion to combine the 
references so as to render^claimed x-DSL communication device or method as being 
obvious in view of the prior art. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record does not teach or suggests in combination a multi-tone x-DSL communication 
device or method that includes Walsh encoding upstream data, Walsh decoding 
downstream data, and transforming the upstream and downstream data signals wherein 
the upstream and downstream signals use a common set of tones spanning a shared 
frequency range, as recited in the respective independent claims.
